tioned as probable successors of Mr. Bparks, 
but an appointm ent is not hx>ked fur fur 
some time yet. 
The ex-commissioner "was askod to furnish 
the proas with a copy of the president’s let­ 
ter, but declined to do so. 
“Tho letter,” ho 
says, “ was an autograph letter from the 
president, and was vory kindly in tone. Tho 
sentiments expressed were not only kindly, 
but appreciative of my services. 
I regard 
this letter as a purely private com m unica­ 
tion to me, and I do not feel a t lita» rty to 
give it to the press. 
It is now a part of the 
records of the W hite House, and if the presi­ 
dent wishes to give it to tho newspapers he 
will do so.

widest publicity, but 
it does not accord with m y sense of personal 
and official courtesy to take this upon m y­ 
self.

Isupeitixo, Mich,, Nov, 
IT.—Shortly i*o- 
fore ir oa Wednesday people in R el Jacket, 
Calumet, Houghton, Hancock, and Lake 
Linden wore startled by a loud explosion re­ 
sembling an earthquake. 
The frightened 
l>tso|»ltj rushed out of doors and sought for th<* 
cause. 
Windows were 
broken and light 
articles thrown from tables or walls. 
It was 
quickly found that there had been an explo­ 
sio n of the buildings of the Hancock Chem­ 
ical company, several miles distant from 
Hancock. 
Examination revealed that the packing­ 
house where dynamite was put in ¡«aeknges 
or sticks ha i entirely disappeared, and where 
it stool a few momenta before was only a 
yawning pit ten to fifteen feet deep and of 
larger size than thu building that stood on it. 
Six men were in the building at the time of 
the explosion. 
Their names were: 
Williaiq 
Rmard, Charles Barkell, Thomas Thompson, 
Timothy Crowley, 
W illie King, 
William 
Tapp. 
Tapp was a man 30 years old and 
leaves a wi:e and several small children. 
The other five were from is to 23 years old, 
and unmarried. 
The glycerine house and laboratory, which 
stood only a short distance away, were total­ 
ly wrecked. 
Several large iron acid tanks 
standing several foot from the packing house 
were blown 6J0 feet into the forest, whore 
they wero found twisted out of all shape. 
The main buildings of the company luckily 
escaped s.rious damage. 
Of the destroyed 
building nothing but splinters have yet been 
found. 
It was built of heavy beams and 
planks. 
Search was begun at noon for the bodies of 
the six victims, and continued by friends 
and curiosity-seekers until night. 
All that i 
was found was a dozen scraps of human flesh j 
the size of half dollars. 
Tho building and 
the six employes were literally wiped from 
tho face of the earth by the deadly explosive. 
Foreman Tabulle says there was over a ton 
of dynamite in the packing house. 
Tho force of the explosion was felt thirty 
miles away, and in the two villages of 
Houghton and Hancock, three miles from tho 
chemical works, the damage to plate-glass 
and buildings will aggregate many hundreds 
of dollars. 
Tho loss to the Hancock Chem­ 
ical company will be $ It),Odd at I :ast. 
The scenes about tho wrecked building 
from a few minutes after the explosion till 
nightfall 
wore 
h ¿art muling. 
Fathers, 
mothers, relatives, and sweethearts of killed 
men were on tho ground, but the ghastly 
shreds of flesh or bone could not be distin­ 
guished. 
The scene in Hancock for a few minutes 
after the explosion was exciting. 
Walls 
were violently rocked and people poured 
from the buildings in alarm, thinking that 
the 
roofs 
wore 
coining 
upon 
them. 
Women fainted, and no one could tell what 
the 
matter 
was. 
A t other 
cities and 
village within a radius of twenty miles the 
sumo scenes, though on a smaller scale, were 
repeated. 
Tho shock was plainly felt at 
L ’Anse, thirty-one miles distant. 
A numlcr of rumors regarding the cause 
of the accident and the number of killed are 
current on the streets in the copper district, 
but all that is definitely known is that six 
human Loing-i were hurled into eternity 
without a moment’s warning. 
The reason 
for the explosion will probably never bo 
known.

Detroit and Providence, and a champion se­ 
ries of games begin on May 1 next. 
Tho League managers made a number of 
changes in tho playing rules and a few in 
the constitution.

N ew Y o rk , Nov. 17.— Capt H. D. Mooro, 
of Moore, Bmijarnin & Co., tho suspended 
iron merchants at Milwaukee, is president of 
the Moore-Banjamin company of this city. 
A t the oilice of tho company Wednesday it 
was stated that Capt Moore, who w*as tho 
discoverer of the famous Gogebic iron range, 
would come out all right, though his affairs 
wero temporarily straitened. 
Moore, Ben­ 
jamin & Co.’s report to Bradstreet’s last May 
showed assets $ ¡,58 7,179 , of which $ 1,150,203 
was in stocks of various mines. 
Tiio liabili­ 
ties were $632,394. 
The individual assets of 
the partners wore placed at $2,920,204. 
M il w auke e , Nov. 
17.— Receiver Turner 
estimates the liabilities of Moore, Benjamin 
& Co. at nearly $ 300,000. Mining stocks 
have been hypothecated for over $ 350,000 of 
the debts. 
About $ 50,000 of the liabilities 
are unsecured.

Green is a well-known editor, who published 
The Eigle at Maysville for many years, but 
latterly has gone into politics.

Ho told the officers that it 
was his intention to commit suicide in the 
event that the court failed to grant him a 
new trial, lie said he would never be hanged, 
as the nig’jt previous to tho execution the 
knife was to be used in self destruction and 
he was amply prepared to carry out the plan, 
Stanyard has left for Youngstown to be re­ 
tried for mur ler. 


A S ig ht a t the I 'a la c e c f M a n d a la y—A 
F e a s t in Disgrace. 
Many were the sig hts I witnessed in 
and o ut o f the palace o f Mandalay , hut 
no thing struck my attentio n so much as 
the number o f trained elephants, lately 
U lo ng ing to tho depo sed mo narch, and 
the splendid quarters in which they were 
lo cated, and my surprise iraa still mo re 
increased when I was intro duced to and 
entered into co nv ersatio n with the g en­ 
tleman who presided o v er this ex tensiv e 
establishment. 
lie turned o ut to he a 
real nativ e o f tho Isle o f Wig ht. 
The 
w hite o r mo use co lo red elephant was 
there o f co urse, but “ ho w are the mig hty 
fallen. ” 
He was no lo ng er in a mag nifi­ 
cent pav ilio n, alo ne in his g randeur, sur­ 
ro unded by many serv ito rs o f the king ; 
o n the co ntrary , he was in a stall like the 
rest o f the 1 » easts, and, if any thing , less 
no ticed than many o f his finer brethren. 
One mo re anecdo te alx jut this wo nder­ 
ful beast, and I hav e do ne with elephants. 
Sho rtly befo re o ur arriv al o ne o f these 
animals had g reatly disg raced himself by 
refusing to carry a certain weig ht o f 
g o o ds which had l>ecn jwled o n his back. 
There is the reg ulatio n weig ht, and the 
beasts kno w to an o unce what they o ug ht 
to carry , and if any o ne o f tho maho uts 
attempt to put a surplus amo unt o il his 
o r their backs it is immediately sho t o nto 
the g ro und. 
The animal in questio n had 
been duly laden with a weig ht which w as 
under the reg ulatio n scale; but altho ug h 
it had l>een twice weig hed, as Mrs. Gamp 
wo uld say , befo re his o wn ey es, he still 
refused to carry it. 
This was to o much 
fo r ev en his indulg ent driv er, so he ac- 
co rding hr repo rted, and just as we arriv ed 
ho was abo ut to l>e tried fo r his ex trao r­ 
dinary and o bstinate co nduct. 
Sev eral elephants were led o ut into a 
larg e co urty ard, fo rming a kind o f circle 
ro und the delinquent, who seemed al­ 
ready to feel his [o sitio n acutely , fo r ho 
g lanced anx io usly fro m time to time at 
his maho ut, who was v isibly affected and 
who sto o d at his head. A karen presided 
o v er the co urt martial and read alo ud the 
indictment ag ainst tho o ffender, the ele­ 
phants which co nstituted the jury ap­ 
parently listening with g reat attentio n. 
After the statement was finished and the 
maho ut ex amined, who , by tho way , 
g av e his ev idence with g reat reluctance, 
the karen decided that tho case had been 
distinctly pro v ed and the culprit was ad­ 
judg ed the punishment o f twenty stro kes. 
Upo n the anno uncement o f the v erdict 
the jury marched in a mo st so lemn man­ 
ner to a distant [» art o f the yard and re­ 
turned with a switch abo ut as larg e as a 
fair sized scaffold po le. 
In the mean­ 
time the maho ut had been addressing the 
o ffend* r, who was now weeping co pio us­ 
ly , larg e dn» p.s of tears falling from his 
ey es, and <iccasionally a shrill and pe­ 
culiar so und issued from liis capacio us 
thro at. 
The ex ecutioners of the law* were «*»t 
hand and stood aI>out twelve to fourteen 
feet apart, each balancing with peculiar 
nicety in 11i- trunk the aforesaid switch. 
The culprit wa led up to the place, and 
as Is* pas si-d number one then* was ft 
sound heard whi h r. 
sum hied somew hat 
a sharp clap of thunder; it was the ffr..*i 
blow delivered by the dread myrmidons 
of the law. 
The blow* wits followed by a 
sharp, shrill scream, although there wr.s 
evidently an attem pt on the part of the 
culprit to suppress any ex hibition of pain. 
This 
puhi hmeiit continued until ti e 
whole of the ontence had been carried 
out. 
Although i felt considerable sym­ 
pathy with the unfortunate delinquent, I 
was "at the same time intensely amused 
with the tin rough business like air with 
which the.-e ministers of justice carried 
out the sentence. 
There were no light

heavier amount of punishment than his 
neighbor, and the sly twinkle in the

Tlie man led the way through a pas­ 
sage from the stable to the other side of 
the building. 
The passage oi**m*d into 
a large square room lighted by spacious 
open doors on Ixith sides. The wood door 
was stained a dull red. 
This is the 
slaughter room, where the horses are 
killed and cut up for the animals at the 
arsenal at Central park. 
On a couple of 
hooks on one side of the room hung por­ 
tions of a carcass like the quarters of a 
beef. 
At a glance one who was not an 
expert in raw meat would hav e said this 
was beef, but the horse butcher pointed 
out tliat the meat was of a deejM*r color 
and a closer grain than beef. 
Horn* 
meat is, he said, as he could state from 
personal knowledge, equally as good as 
beef when young and tender. There was 
a peculiar flav or to horse meat, he added, 
that some -pedplé liked better than beef, 
and the lions and tigers were fond of it, 
but for himself he preferred a good piece 
of porterhouse steak ev ery time. 
In one corner of the room was a re­ 
frigerator, where the meat is kept until 
it is required. 
The skin of the last horse 
who had been killed a few days before 
lay on the other side of the room. 
He 
was a baker’s lrorse, the butcher ex­ 
plained, and his hair had l>een yellow. 
Ev erything was as neat and cleanly and 
free from taint jus a butcher’s shop could 
be. 
The chopping block was washed and 
as tidy as a kitchen table. 
The cleav er, 
the saw and the small kniv es, shining 
bright and sharp, hung in their places be­ 
side the butcher’s apron. 
At>out two 
years ago the park authorities adopted 
the plan of supplying the carniv orous 
animals in the menagerie with horse 
meat instead of beef. 
The measure, was 
] » urely an economic one. Director Con k 1 in 
found difficulty at times in obtaining 
good beef or mutton, and the prices 
ranged from twelv e to eighteen cents. 
In Europe the animals in the zoological 
collections are fed horse’s flesh, and he 
adv ised the commissioners to make the 
trial here. 
President Borden liecamo in- 
terested and the brick building was fitted 
up os a stable and butcher shop, with a 
result that has justified the outlay. From 
|10 to $15 are paid for horses, the butcher 
is hired by the park board and the actual 
cost of the meat is now about three or 
three and one-half cents a pound. 
About two horses on an av erage are 
killed each week. 
They are rarely old 
horses, as might be supposed, but usually 
those which hav e giv en out from some 
cause. 
Before they are accepted a v eter­ 
inary surgeon makes a careful examina­ 
tion of the animai to ascertain if it is frt'e 
from disease. 
There is no difficulty in 
securing all that are needed by the city, 
and usually two or three are kept in the 
stalls, some of them to be fattened before 
they are killed. 
From the ceiling near 
the center of the room a rope hung down 
from a heav y staple. 
The horses are led 
through the passage from the stable into 
the slaughter room when they are to lie 
killed. 
“ How do you kill them?” was asked. 
The horse butcher picked up a 
short 
handled,heav y hammer and said : “ Horses 
die easy. 
When I bring them out here I 
ties a cloth round their heads, so that it 
blinds them, a nd they a re so quiet you 
ca n do a nything with them,

fa sten this rope from the ceiling a round 
the brute’» » eek, a nd one l*ea v y blow 
from thè ha mmer is gener’Iy enough.
